When the Germans were beseiging 
Paris in 1871 one part of the force 
came to the very outskirts of the city 
and encountered a portion of the de­ 
fenses. something like a revolutionary 
aarricade blocking a street. There was 
only room for a single company, and 
its captain before making an attack 
stood off and, raising a pair of binocu­ 
lars. examined the works. 
They were composed of paving stones, 
pieces of timber and such other articles 
as had been brought together for au 
Improvised fortification. 
But the cap­ 
tain could not see a single man on the 
parapet. This he did not like. There 
was the look of a trap about it. If he 
moved his troops forward he must do 
so over a distance of some 500 or 600 
yards between two walls not thirty 
feet apart and straight as an arrow. 
He could not deploy his men by the 
flank, and as for scattering along the 
street they would be one behind an­ 
other, and a shot would bring down 
every man In line. 
Moreover, the captain noticed a dark 
spot in the works, which indicated that 
a single stone had been removed in the 
very center of the fortification. 
He 
assumed at once that the aperture was 
for the muzzle of a cannon, which 
would sweep the street, doubtless, with 
the scattering projectiles of the period. 
That meant that before a force of 
eighty men—the number under the cap­ 
tain's command—could reach the barri­ 
cade a large proportion of them would 
be killed or wounded. 
The captain called his first lieuten­ 
ant, handed him his glass, directed him 
to take a look at the breastworks and 
then asked him what he thought about 
an attempt to carry them. The lieuten­ 
ant examined the works, then, lower­ 
ing his glass, remarked: 
“What are the orders, captain?” 
“The orders are to move forward.” 
“Then we must move forward, but 
those who live will have moved back­ 
ward.” 
The captain’s only response was au 
order to advance. 
Shoulder to shoulder, the men march­ 
ed on—for, as has been said, they could 
not scatter—till about a third of the 
distance had been traversed. 
Then a 
puff of smoke issued from the dark 
spot in the center of the works, and a 
storm of missiles broke upon the ad­ 
vancing line of Germans. 
A third of 
the company fell, and another dozen 
limped or staggered to the rear. 
The rest pressed on. but a few miu- 
utes were lost in reforming, or, rather, 
closing, the gaps that had been made. 
With steady step they marched till 
they had covered half the distance be­ 
tween their starting point and the fort. 
There was light where the dark spot 
had been, and they knew that the 
piece had been retired to be reloaded. 
This gave them courage. 
It was an 
old fashioned muzzle loader, and time 
must be spent after every discharge 
in reloading. 
The captain gave the 
order to double quick, but before they 
had covered a dozen yards there came 
another hailstorm, and another twenty 
men were put out of the fight 
This was terrible slaughter, 
and 
tin* force recoiled. 
Some sto<>d ready 
to retrace their steps; others started 
back. The second lieutenant stood in 
rear and, striking some of the fugitives 
with his sword, drove them back to­ 
ward the enemy. The captain was 
among the wounded and lay in a pool 
of his own blood. The first lieutenant 
cried at the top of his voice “Forward, 
men!” and started at the head of some 
thirty soldiers to make the rest of the 
distance and storm the fort, though 
the move was now a forlorn hope, for 
he expected that on reaching it he 
would find it defended by double tin* 
number of those who were making the 
attack. 
When within fifty yards of the bar­ 
ricade there came another storm of 
missiles. Half the Germans were laid 
on the stones of the street, while the 
other half broke and fled. 
The lieu­ 
tenant called to them in vain. Prefer­ 
ring death to following them in flight, 
he turned and ran forward to the fort, 
expecting every moment to be shot 
down. 
He reached the barricade and, 
with a pistol in one hand, his swmrd 
in the other, climbed to the summit. 
There he stood, bewildered by the sight 
that met his view. 
Not a man was behind the stones. 
The guu which the recoil from the last 
shot had driven backward a fewT feet 
was there, a thin film of smoke issuing 
from its vent Leaning against it wag 
a girl about twenty years old. 
She 
looked up at the lieutenant as though 
expecting instant death. Involuntarily 
lie uncovered. 
“Mademoiselle,” 
be 
stammered 
in 
broken French, “where are the men 
who have beeu defending this barri­ 
cade? ’ 
“I have been defending this barri­ 
cade. monsieur,” was the reply. 
“You—alone?” 
“I—alone. 
Through a blunder the 
force that was to have held this wont 
was ordered elsewhere.” 
“Mein Gott! 
lias a whole company 
been driven buck by a—a girl?” 
At this moment a company of French 
soldiers came around a corner at dou­ 
ble quick. 
The lieutenant succeeded 
in making good a retreat, hearing 
cheers behind him; 
•Vive mademoiselle!” 
Having joined his commander, he led 
them again tp the attack and finally 
captured the barricade. 
He looked 
for* the girl who had defended it alone, 
but she m k" not there.

JOHN A. LAPP GIVES VIEWS 


Different Times Given as to Filing 


Petitions—No Provision Made 


For Prosecutors. 


(IT. f. Staff Correspondent.) 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 
14.— 


Many probable candidates who in- 
tend to 
go before the primaries 


March 7 are uncertain concerning 
the provisions of the new primary 
law. 
They don't know when to file 


their petitions nor what fee is re- 
quired. Because of this, and be- 
cause incorrect outlines of the law 
have been-widely published, the Uni- 
ted Pi-ess today interviewed John A. 
Lapp, director of the state bureau of 
legislative information, and obtain- 
ed from him an authoritative state- 
ment concerning the law. 


The law has yet to .stand the test 


of the supreme court as to its con- 
stitutionality. Oral arguments in a 
test «ase will be heard tomorrow. 


All candidates for Governor and 


United States senator and a few 
others must file their petitions on or 
before January 7, according'to Lapp. 
Other .State candidates file at a later 
•dflte. "Ellis distinction has not been^ 
generally understood. ' 
; 


Lapp brought out the following in-; 


formation": 


Every 
candidate for president, 


vice-president, 
governor, 
United 


States senator and all candidates for 
congressional^ legislative, 
county, 


township, and judicial offices of any 
political party which cast 10 per 
cent of the'votes at the last election' 
(the democratic, republican and pro- 
^gressive parties) must be nominated 
at the primary, March 7, 1916. " ; 


:A candidate for president, vice- 


president, governor or United States 
senator must file a petition' at least 
sixty days before the primary (on or 
before January 7) 
signed 
by at 


(least 500 voters, asking that his 
name be printed on the ballot. A 
receipt from, the treasurer of the 
state must accompany the 
petition 


showing that the fee of $100 shall be 
paid.

A candidate ft>r congress, the leg- 


islature or county, township or ju- 
dicial office must file a declaration at 
least thirty days before the primary 
(between January 7 and February 6)
